Today, nearly 100 years after the above Annual Report was issued by our 

redecessor agency, Associated Charities of Atlanta, the essence of our 
mission remains the same: to ensure the success of children in jeopardy by 
empowering families. 

Our rich history began in 1890 when two ambitious women, Sarah Grant 
and Lucetta Lawson, opened the Leonard Street Orphans' Home, located 
on what is now the Spelman College Campus. We honored these women 
and their legacy at our May 2011 Annual Meeting, held just yards from the 
original site of the Orphans' Home, by awarding the inaugural Sarah Grant 
and Lucetta Lawson "Service Above Self Award" to one of our most faithful 
supporters whose service to the families and children of Georgia spanned 
decades. We also honored our long-standing, devoted friends including 
members of our Honorary Board and Board of Counselors. 

As we celebrated our 120th anniversary this year, we had much to 
commemorate. 120 years of collaboration and community partnership 
starting with our predecessor, Associated Charities of Atlanta, coordinating 



the efforts of agencies throughout Atlanta to provide relief for 
local families following the 1905 blizzard. 120 years of advocacy 
for children and families as exemplified by the Child Welfare 
Association's (another forerunner of Families First) promotion 
of legislation to license the practice of adoption in Georgia. 120 
years of industry leading innovation including the establishment 
of Weaver Gardens in 1991, the nation's first transitional housing 
facility designed to provide independent living skills for young, 
homeless, first-time mothers. And, more recently, the 2010 
initiation of Placement to Permanency (PTP), a demonstration 
project in partnership with the Georgia Department of Human 
Service's Division of Family and Children Services, funded by 
the Joseph B. Whitehead Foundation, to employ national best 
practices to promote safety, well-being and permanency for youth 
in foster care. 

Every day we are inspired by the remarkable fortitude and vision 
of the devoted leaders who preceded us and are committed 
to working with the same vigor, innovation and dedication to 
address the challenges facing families and children in the 21st 
century. This past year Families First served 43,330 individuals 
through more than thirty programs — nearly 3,000 more 
individuals than the previous year. Our reach is a tribute to our 
continual efforts to enhance and expand the ways we serve the 
community. In keeping with our mission, we introduced several 
new programs this year: 



• Ways to Work: A national program of the Alliance for 
Children and Families that provides used car loans to 



approval elsewhere. The first program of its kind in 
Georgia, Ways to Work was launched locally by Families 
First and Jewish Family and Career Services of Atlanta in 
February 2011. 

• Make it Click: A groundbreaking mentoring program for 
the youth living in our Permanency Cooperatives. This 
initiative puts an innovative spin on traditional mentor 
matching programs, allowing longer lasting, organically 
grown relationships to develop.

• Partnership with Amerigroup: 

Amerigroup, one of Georgia's 
leading Care Management 
Organizations, has requested 
that Families First train and 
support Resource Mothers for 
Amerigroup clients whose babies 
are born weighing less than 3.5 
pounds. Resource Mothers provide 
on-going emotional and practical 
support, information, and links 
to resources to ensure that new 
birth mothers are able to take 
care of themselves as well as their 
infants. The Resource Mothers 
initiative is a major component of 
Georgia's Planning for a Healthy 
Baby (P4HB) initiative, 

With as much as we have accomplished this past 
year, however, the need is still great. Thanks to your 
support and engagement, we can and will continue 
our dogged pursuit of a community where all 
children and families flourish.

The Leonard Street Orphans' Home was founded in 1 890 by 
Sarah L. Grant and Lucetta M. Lawson to "train and take 
care of needy colored girls who are orphans or have neither 
parents nor other relatives able to provide for them." Today 
Families First still has programs geared to giving children in 
jeopardy hope for a permanent, stable home. 



In 2010-2011 the Adoption Program 
served 8,601 clients and enabled 
24 finalized adoptions, ensuring 
permanent homes for children 
and youth in Georgia. 

The Georgia Center for Resources and 
Support and the Georgia Adoption 
Reunion Registry both experienced 
an increase in clients served through 
their support services for individuals 
and families who have experienced 
the joys of adoption. 

Our Foster Care and Transitional 
Living Programs experienced 
increased success as well. In general 



children stayed in care with 
us fewer days and had better 
outcomes compared to last year. 

A record 12 youth in Families 
First's permanency cooperatives 
and The Whatley-Showell Second 
Chance home were enrolled in post 
secondary education. 

Families First hosted its first Spring 
Break Camp for 20 youth from our 
Permanency Cooperatives and Foster 
Care programs. The overall theme was 
to build self confidence, leadership 
skills, and have fun!

Make it Click Mentoring Program 
is a positive youth development 
collaboration between Families First 
and community volunteers who join 
to create a community network of 
sustained relationships for children 
in foster care. The Make it Click 
Mentoring Program is dedicated to 
educating and training individuals 
who demonstrate a remarkable 
commitment to community through 
caring for youth. All volunteers 



participate in activities with youth 
in care including monthly special 
engagement activities, such as bowling 
and cookouts. 

Teen Success is a nationally recognized 
model that provides an unconditional 
supportive environment for teenagers 
ages 13—19 years who are pregnant or 
parenting with the following goals: 

1. Learn information, skills, 
and behaviors to prevent an 
additional pregnancy 



2. Improve ability to cope with 
the challenges of parenthood 
and adolescence

Families First Community Support 
Services (CSS) is a community-based 
program that offers life skills seminars 
and program activities designed to 
improve economic self sufficiency, 
tenant-landlord relations and the overall 
quality of life of residents of affordable 
housing developments. Among other 
things, the program equips parents and 
children with critical skills for building 
and maintaining strong, healthy 
relationships and long-term success. 



CSS was launched as a new program 
in spring of 2011, adapting services 
and programs that have been an 
integral part of Families First 
service delivery into an expanded 
collaboration with affordable 
housing developers and managers. 

Ways to Work was launched in 
spring 2011 and in 4 months 
received 345 calls from interested 
parties. It is well on its way to being 
a successful program.

We welcomed keynote speaker Ashley 
Rhodes-Courter, author of the best- 
selling book Three Little Words, which 
documented her experience in the 
Florida foster care system and adoption 
at age 12. She shared aspects of her 



personal story and recounted that 
the one person who had made the 
biggest impact in her life journey 
was a volunteer. 

The evening was packed with 
memorable moments and encouraged 
attendees to consider how they can 
bring hope to a child's life. 



2010 HUMANITARIAN AWARD: MICHAEL BASKIN 

Michael Baskin did what few single men in their late 30s 
would do. He selflessly relinquished his life as a bachelor to 
become an adoptive father to three pre-teen boys. Initially 
Mike adopted brothers Skye and Trai in 2008 when they were 
1 1 and 12. However, after learning that they had an older 
brother Ched, who was 1 3 at the time, he didn't hesitate to 
add him to the family. After a two-year process Ched came 
home to his brothers. 



Mike Baskin exemplifies Families 
First's hope for all adopted children. 
From the moment he met "his boys" 
he was committed to providing a 
loving home and the emotional, 
financial and educational support 
they needed to address tremendous 
challenges resulting from their past 
experiences. Under his care, all three 
boys thrived. Not only did Mike give 
his all to Skye, Trai and Ched, but 
he also forged a relationship with 
their two other siblings who were 
adopted by other families. Mike did 



everything in his power to ensure that 
their family bond was not broken. 
And his gifts did not stop there. Mike 
also gave back to the Families First 
community where he was a regular 
presenter at training programs for 
families exploring adoption and a 
mentor to other parents along their 
adoption journey. 

On December 12, 2010, after a short 
illness, Mike unexpectedly passed away. 
Since this unforeseen tragedy, the 
Baskin family has embraced Mikes 
boys who now live with their uncle in 



Mississippi. The short time that Skye, 
Trai and Ched had with Mike was 
truly a blessing but the greatest gift 
may be that they now have a "forever 
family" who are continuing Mike s 
commitment and dedication to them. 
Mike Baskin and his family embody 
the true meaning of the mission of 
Families First "to ensure the success 
of children in jeopardy 
by empowering families".

SCHOLARSHIP RECIPIENTS 

It is tradition at Families First to award youth in our programs with scholarships to help them 
on their journey to a sustainable life. Families First currently offers three scholarships annually. 
The Carol Dunlap Reiser Scholarship is awarded to two young women in Families First's 
programs, who each receive a $2500 scholarship which may be used for tuition, training, 
books, child care or other education-related needs. The Karen N. Sibley Scholarship is 
awarded to one former resident of Families First's foster homes who receives a $1,000* 
scholarship for post-secondary education. 

A 2011 graduate of Langston Hughes is currently living on her own,

average, Dominique Carter is well on 
her way to accomplishing her goals.

Christopher Godfrey graduated 
from Banneker High School in 
May of 2011 with a 3.4 grade point 
average, great work ethic, and 
outstanding leadership abilities. 
Chris demonstrated his leadership 
abilities within our South Fulton 
Cooperative, a group living facility for 
boys in foster care. He is currently a 
freshman at Clark Atlanta University 
majoring in Computer Science. 

In his thank you speech at Dining for 
a Difference, Mr. Godfrey eloquently 
expressed the importance and impact 
these scholarships can have in the 



lives of young men and women 
like him:
